PITTSBURG, June 4.—A Ohronicle- Telegraph 
Deer Park (Md.) special says: The 
up in the grove »back of 
the hotel, in which the President 
and his bride are spending their 
honeymoon, is in a state of siege 
this morning. An army of news- 
paper men are entrenched in 
the Baltimore & Ohio Depot, 200 yards 
from the cottage and in full view of it. An 
army of Baltimore & Ohio dectec- 
tives are seated on benches and tree 
stumps within 100 yards of the 
eottage, and thus far only one person has 
succeeded in getting to the cottage, that being 
ex-Senator Henry G. Davis. Mr. and Mrs. 
Oleveland remained in the cottage in ob- 
scurity most of the day. Mrs. COleve- 
land, dressed in a pretty wrapper, 
appeared on the porch about 10 o’clock 
and sat there reading the papers, mail being 
taken from the Post-office for the first 
time this morning by the Presli- 
dent. Mrs. Oleveland seemed amused 
and interested at the cordon of news-gatherers 
and detectives around her, and once or 
twice she laughed without having an ap- 
parent cause for mirth. The President 
came out fora few minutes after his bride re- 
tired, and did not appear to notice what was 
going on about him. Atl o’clock Mr. and Mrs. 
Cleveland walked over to Senator Davis’ cot- 
tage for lunch. The bride wore the same 
dress she wore during yesterday, 
of peari-colored cloth with blue 
stripes and tailor-made coat. The President 
wore grey pantaloons and a black 
Prince Albert. Noone veatured to intrude 
on the pair and they walked slowly 
over the half-mile of tanbark walk between 
the houses. Senator Davis and his 
wife were the only companions of 
the President and Mrs. Cleveland 
at luncheon, and at 2 o’clock the Senator’s 
bay team and double-seated drag con- 
veyed the party up the broad 
road to Oakland. They turned 
at the edge of the town and came back. The 
only incident which has occurred to show 
any attempt at courtesy was the 
sending of a handsome basket 
oftrouttothe President by Dr. McOomas of 
Oakland, who, in return, was cor- 
dially thanked by the President. It 
is probable the President will not 
return to Washington until the latter part of 
next week. He is said to be studying the Ca-

The Counsel in the Maxwell Trial Still 
Arguing the Case. 


Hon. John I. Martin Presents the Side of 
the Defendant. 


The Prosecution Scored by the Attorney— 
Their Methods of Convicting Described— 
Marshall McDonald and Detevtive Me- 
Cullough Denounced—An Appeal for the 
Prisoner—Mr. Martin's Speech—Scenesin 
Court—To-Day’s Proceedings. 


The chances are even of a Coroner’s inquest 
over the dead bodies of twelve jurymen, with 
a verdict of ‘‘talked todeath’’ and of the jury- 
men surviving to bring in a verdict in the 
Maxwell trial. 

They have spent over two weeks listening to 
testimony and nearly a week now hearing it 
reviewed by counsel. They have heard 
it all and know it dy heart, but 
they must hear it again, until eating 
thirty qualis in thirty consecutive days is a 
playful diversion beside the duty they have to 
perform. They must begin to regard the 
hanging of one man as an easy and convenient 
method of getting rid of the case. 

They have listened to the law and the evi- 
dence as interpreted calmly and briefly by Mr. 
Bishop. They heard a little of the evidence 
and a large amount of harrowing ap- 
peal from Mr. Fauntleroy. They were given 
the dramatic and theatrical view of the 
case by Mr. McDonald, and to-day they have 
had the alleged villainy of the prosecution 
and the innocence of the defendant hammered 
into them in an able-bodied manner by Mr. 
Martin. 

All the styles of legal oratory and court- 
room eloquence have been exhibited to them 
until they are doubtless ready to fall back on 
the facts to discover whether 
the prisoner is a public benefactor and a 
wandering lamb or a deep-dyed villain, a 
monster and a cruel murderer. They will 
never learn the truth from the speeches. 

Mr. Martin has made a great physical effort 
and has impressed himself ou the atmosphere 
ot the court - room with a force that will keep 
it vibrating until the verdict comes 
in. Hehasnot analyzed the testimoney to 
much extent, but has devoted himself largely 
to denouncing the methods of the counsel for 
the prosecution. His speech is in the nature 
of an ad hominem argument. 

It is difficult to judge ofits effect on the jury, 
but the jury look as if they had practically 
made up their minds, and knew what they in- 
tended to do. *

SENATOR VAN WYCK STEALS A MARCH ON 
THE RAILROAD LAWYERS. 


The Pacific Railroad Bills—Speaker Carlisle 
and the House Committee Chairmen Ar- 
range an Order of Business—Rumored 
Resignation of Secretary Manning—Con- 
gressional Proceedings Washington News

WasuHIneton, D. C., June 4.—Senator Van 
Wyck played a very sharp trick yesterday on 
the eminent railroad lawyers who hold seats 
in the Senate. The Senator had up for consid- 
eration his bill to provide for railroad grant 
lands. The Pacific Railroad interest in Con- 
gress has always worked to obtain the passage 
of different bills on this subject in the two 


Houses of Congress. Fach bill goes to the 
other House toward the end of the session and 
is buried in the calendar there. Senator Van 
Wyck's is a general bill of the sam 
but limited in the application to the 
Central Pacific roads, passed the H 
time ago, and was sen 
not have been reached on the calendar this ses - 
sion. Senator Van Wyck’s bill going over to 
the House would have been buried in the cal- 
endar there. This was the expectation ofits 
enemies. When the bill was read for passage 
Senator Van Wyck quietly moved to o up 
the House bill already on the calendar. Then 
he moved to strike out ali of that bill after the 
enacting clause and insert the provis- 
iops of the Senate Dill as it had 
just been amended. There was some 
slight objection to this, but there was a strong 
feeling evidently in ita favor and it went 
through. Then Senator Van Wyck had the 
title of the Senate bill substituted for that of 
the House bill. The bill then stood exactly as 
the Senate bill was before, except that it bore 
the name and record of a House bill. On that 
record, after its passage, Senator Van Wyck 
asked a committee of conference. It was 
probably not before this tnat some of those 
resent realized what bad been done. The 
ill which was to have gone over 
to the House and deen buried in 
the calendar was in a position where nothing 
but a permanent di reement of the Confer- 
ence Committee could prevent its . 
That is the situation now, and the probabill- 
ties are that it will be a law as soon as Presi- 
dent Cleveland returns and has time to look it 
over. The bill provides ‘‘that no lands 
granted to any railroad corporation Dy 
any act of Congress shal be ex- 
empt from local taxation by States, 
territories and other municipal corporations 
onaccount of the lien of the United States 
upon the same for the costs of surveying, se- 
lecting and conveying the same, or because 
no patent has been issued therefor.’’ If it be- 
comes a law, andthe law is enforced, it will 
take a great many millions out of the pockets 
of the Pacific Boads in the next few years.

DOWN GRAND MASTER POWDERLY. 


New Tonk, June 4.—The Sun this morning 
says: 80 it seems that a power superior to 
Mr. Powderly’s is rising among the Knights of 
Labor. His idea has been to keep the organ- 
ization in harmony with the society of the 
day; in other words, to let it grow up with the 
country; but now that he has been outvoted, 
an attempt at conducting the order on a more 


radical plan may be looked for. What will be 


the effect ot this new departure? Judging from 
what we have already seen, it cannot fail to 


be disastrous.’’ 
Tne Tribune says: It is the opinion of 


many of the wisest members of the Knights of 
Labor that the election of extremists and op- 
ponents of Grand Master Powderly to tne 
Executive Committee, sounds the death knell 
ot an organization from which they had hoped 
for great results. The most obvious effect of 
the election will be to intensify the antagon- 
iam between the Kuights «f Labor and the 
trades unions. Another effect of these elec- 
tions is to destroy whatever was accomplished 
by the decision forbidding strikes or boycotts 
without the consent of the Executive Commit- 
tee. It is true, the force of this judicious 
decision had been already lessened by an 
amendment conceding to district § as- 
semblies the power to act for 
themselves in ‘cases of emergency.’ 
It is not difficult to foresee 


that cases of emergency will often arise. But 
witb the Executive Committee in full control 
of those who favor violent measures, there is 
little room to hope that the conduct of the 
Organization will in this respect be improved. 
Mr. Powderly’s comments upon the elections, 
which were given to the Press on Wednesday 
night, do not indicate much confidence that 
his principles will ultimately prevail. The 
question now is whether he will consent to 
RETAIN HIS POSITION, 

if the organization is to be controlled by men 
hostile to his principles.’’ 

The Times says: Mr. Powderly went to the 
Convention confident of success in his plans; 
but, though he is not willing to admit it, it is. 
plain that he has been overruled and defeated 
by men whose policy is to rule or ruin. While 
the Convention was in session disclosures 
were made which showed that certain men 
infected with Socialistic notions, who had 
formed what was called the Home Club in this 
city, were intent on overthrowing the con- 
servative policy of Powderly and controlling 
the order for their own aggrandizement. Not- 
withstanding the exposure of their character 
and their plans, they practically determined 
the final action of the Convention. The result 
is, perhaps, one that was to be looked for, but 
nevertheless itis one to be deplored. It only 
Shows that labor forces of this country 
are not in a condition to be =- vorgan- 
ized on @ rational basis and conducted 
with prudence for the attainment of legitimate 
énds. The effort brings into activity so much 
self-seeking ambition and so many of the base 
opinions and motives of men that dissensions 
and weakness are the inevitable result. The 
consequence is that what is called organiza- 
tio seems ge to fall into the chaotic ele- 
ments out of which it was originally formed, 
and by its own internal conflicts to destroy its 

ower. When workingmen’s organizations 

ecome opposed to each other and divided 
within themselves, they cease to be a power. 

The WORLD says: ‘‘Mr. Powderly seems to 
have lost command of the Knights of Labor. 
He is entirely too conservative to suit the hot- 
heads, and he has been practically bowled out.

The pending fishery question grows di- 
rectly out of our so-called protective leg- 
islation. When we had reciprocity with 
Canada our fishermen complained that it 
was a ruinous discrimination against them 
to admit the catch Of Canadian fishing ves- 
sels to our markets free ot duty. American 


fishermen were obliged to pay a duty of 35 


per cent ad valorem on sail cloth; 2 cents 
a pound on ropes, cables and anchor 
chains; 25 per cent on their nets, and va- 
rious duties on hundreds of other articles. 
Protection, they said, had added $20 a ton 
to the cost of building fishing vessels, and 
an American fishing outfit was by 
all these taxes made to cost from $1,200 to 
$1,500 more than a Canadian outfit of the 
same kind. As the tariff laid this burden 
on American fishermen they could not 
compete with Canadian fish, and insisted 
that a duty of 1 per cent on the latter was 
necessary to compensate for the disad- 
vantages imposed on them by the tariff. 
That discrimination in their favor they 
preferred to reciprocity with Canada. 
They did not want anything in Candian 
waters, could catch enough outside to sup- 
ply our markets, and so reciprocity was 
given up for a duty of 1 cent a pound on 
Canadian fish. 

Still the situation continues to illustrate 
the practical operation of protective com- 
mercial restrictions. Canadian laws for- 
bidding American vessels to buy bait in 
Canadian ports are enacted by way of re- 
taliation, and the protected American 
fisherman demands more protection and 
further retaliatory legislation—all of 
which will add more to the cost of fish to 
the consumer, and, most probably, noth- 
ing to the prosperity of the fisherman. 

Of course we must and will assert and 
maintain the rights of American vessels 
under existing treaties and the laws of 
nations, and there is good reason to 
believe that the recent seizures of Ameri- 
can vessels for merely buying bait in 
Canadian ports will not be sustained by 
the British Government, and probably not 
by Canadian Admiralty Courts. But after 
all, the ultimate settlement of this ques- 
tion will have to be on the basis of a fair 
mutual adjustment, regarding the in- 
terests of both sides. There are two sides 


to the question and either side is amply 


able to maintain all its rights, while 
neither can have everything its own way 
or indulge in restrictive or retaliatory 
measures without damage to its own 
interests. ae 


AFTER THE WEDDING. 

A critical review of the President’s mar- 
riage discovers nothing unusual or re- 
markable. The interested parties have 
suited themselves in marrying each other | 
and despite the disparity in their ages, 
there is every reason to believe that they 
are drawn together by sincere affection, 
and have entered upon the experiment of 
a genuine love-match.

It is vaguely rumored that some mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps are angry be- 
cause they were not invited to the Presi- 
dent’s wedding. If this is true it can be 
taken as evidence that the offended 
diplomats misapprehend the scope of their 
mission and duties. The members of the 
diplomatic corps are received through 
virtue of their positions on various state 
occasions; but the President’s marriage 
is wholly a private affair, and the inter- 
ested parties surely have the right to 
choose their own guests. K

The President of Mexico’s Palace. 
From a Recent Letter. 

President Diaz and his family are now in- 
stalled in the Mexican White House, the castle 
Pot Chapultepec. Such a palatial residence is 
difficuls to surpass in intrinsic beauty and his- 
toric associations. The woodwork and uphol- 
stering of the east wing alone cost $200,000. 
The palace is a marvel of coloring and skillfal 
decoration. The frescoing and painting was 
executed by Casarin, a disciple of Meissonier. 
The roof is a beautiful garden of flowers and 
fountains. The gates of oak and Walnut giy- 
ing access to the palace are curiously carved 
and ornamented in-bronze. The wood- 
work in the President s room is in ebony 
and gold and the ceiling is an exquisite 
fresco of the Bucher school from the brush of 
Casarin. The bed is of ebonized cherry with 
gold and metal margueterie and domed with a 
canopy. The bathroom is a grotto with a 
floor of marble mosaics and walls of French 
tiles. The floor of the card-room is a parquet 
ot rare woods, and the walls cordovan leather, 
with gold and satin panelg and red Genoa vet - 
vet borders. The parlor i@ like a fairy crea- 
tion. The woodwork isin satin panels, ma- 
ple borders and gold flowers and the walls are 
covered with satin damask, relieved by biue 
and gold Aubosson borders. The carpet 
alone cost $2,000. A private walnut stairway 
for the family leads to the second floor, the 
suite of unfinished rooms opening off the 
tropical garden of the first floor. Only the first 
floor is completed. When the palace is 
wholly finished it will be of a character to ex- 
cite the envy of even King Louis of Bavaria.

r. Murphy does not qpave correctly the 
definition of an amateur. e omits the words 
in italics, the very ones, by the way, that have 
the test be ng on his case. Following is 
the full definition: ‘‘Aritele Five—An amateur 
is any person who has never competed in an 
open competition ,or for money, or under false 
name, or with a professional a „ or w 
gate money is charged, nor has ever at any time 
taught, pursued or assisted at athietic exercise 
for money or for any valuable consideratioa.’’ 
Mr. Murphy has played base ball with and 
against professionals, but claims that base 
bali is not ‘‘athletic exercise,’’ over which 
amateur rules bave any urisdiction. He states 
that the National Association specify the ex- 
ercises over which it has jurisdiction, and in 
doing so makes another important error. He 
says it named, running, jumping, weight 
putting, sparring and others and did not men- 
tion base ball. Now, it does not saya word 
in the list aboutsparring and I can’t see how 
Mr. Murphy should makethis error with the 
list before him, so that my position ig quite 
right that if the Association has jurisdiction 
only over running, walking, jumping, pole- 
leaping, putting the shot, throwing the ham- 
mer, throwing weights and tug-of-war. Mr. 
John Sullivan, Mr. J. Dempsey or any other 
pugulist would have a perfect right to com- 
pete in an amateur tournament of athletics for 
a boxin rize.
